N Oct. 23 or 24 Wilson's an- 
OD wer arrived. It was a strong 

answer to our cowardly note. 
This time he made it quite clear 
that the armistice conditions must 
be such as to make it impossible 
for Germany to resume hostilities, 
and to give the Powers allied 
against her unlimited power to 
settle themselves the details of the 
peace accepted by Germany. In my 
view there could no longer be 
doubt in any mind that we must 
continue the fight. I felt quite cof- 
fident that the people were still to 
be won over to this course. 

On the evening of the 24th, short- 
ly before leaving Spa for Berlin, 
there was brought to me the fol- 
lowing proclamation, already 
signed by the Field Marshal, which 
expressed the views prevailing at 
G. H. Q. on the third Wilson note. 
It appeared essential that G. H. @., 
in its dealings with Berlin, should 
take up a definite standpoint to the 
note, in order to eliminate its ill 
effect on the army. The telegram 
to the army ran thus: 

“For the information of all 
troops: 

“Wilson says in his answer 
that he is ready to proposc to his 
allies that they should enter into 
armistice negotiations, but that 
the armistice must render Ger- 
many so defenseless that she 
cannot take up her arms again. 
He will only negotiate with Ger- 
many for peace if she concedes 
all the demands of America’s al- 
lies as to the internal constitu- 
tional arrangements of Germany; 
otherwise, there 4s no choice but 
unconditional surrender. 

“Wilson s answer is a demand 
for unconditional surrender. It 
is thus unacceptable to us sol- 
dicrs. It proves that our cnemy’s 
desire for our destruction, which 
Iet loose the war in 1914, still 
exists undiminished. It proves, 
further, that our enemies use the 
phrase ‘Peace of Justice’ merely 
to deceive us and break our re- 
sistance. Wilson's answer can 
thus be nothing for us soldiers 
but a challenge to continue our 
resistance with all our strength. 

“When our enemics know that 
no sacrifices will achicve the rup- 
ture of the German front, then 
they will be ready for a peace 
which will make the future of 
our country safe for the broad 
masses of our people. 

“At the front, Oct. 24. 10 p. m. 

VON HINDENBURG.” 
Signs Order Through an Error. 

I had been s0 busy that the 
Major who had to draft the tele- 
gram, having regard to the immi- 
nent railway journey, had taken 
it first to the Field Marshal and 


then to me: Usually all docu- 
ments for signature by the Field 
Marshal were submitted to me 


first to be countersigned. 

This order was not consistent 
with the answer sent to Wilson on 
the 20th. I was surprised, and 
asked the Major whether the tone 
of the order was really in harmony 
with the views of the Government. 
He said that it was, and that the 
order was wholly consistent with 
the explanations given to the rep- 
kesentativee of the press in the 
Foreign Office by Col. von Haef- 
ten and Privy Councillor von 
Stumm. I became hopeful again, 
and added my signature. 

It appeared later that the vicw 
that the wording of the telegram 
corresponded with the views of the 
Government was incorrect, ard 
Col. Heye stopped the publicatic> 
of the order. From Kovno, wherc 
revolutionary organizations already 
controlled the telephones, it came 
to the knowledge of the Independ- 
ent Socialists, and thus to that of 
the Reichstag. It was further, in 
the usual course, given out confi- 
dentially in the press discussion. 

At the Reichstag meeting on the 
®*5th at noon a storm of indigna- 
tion purst over G. H. Q. The Gov- 
ernment did not move a finger to 
protect us, although we were still 
the head of a mighty army. If 
was not until late on the evening 
of the 25th that I heard of this 
incident. Later the history of the 
creation of this order was ex- 
plained in all its context to the 
Government. 

Meanwhile, however, the distor- 
tion of the facts had achieved its 
end, and I was dismissed. 

Kaiser Woul’ Not Decide. 

On Oct. 25 the Field Marsha!) 
and I placed our views before his 
majesty in Berlin. We expressed 
the view that we must fight on. 
The new head of the Civil Cabinet, 
Excellency von Delbruck, was 
present. While keeping any opin- 
ions of his own in the background 
he took the same point of view as 
Prince Max. 

We were surprised to learn that 
he was ignorant of the fact that 
we, had discussed the question of 
peace with the Chancellor as early 
as the middie of August. His 
majesty came to no decision, but 
he showed full confidence in me. 
He referred us to the Chancellor. 
The jatter wag ill, and Von Payer 
received us and Admiral Scheer at 
9 o'clock in. the evening. He 
seemed personally ill-disposed to- 
ward us; in contrast to his previ- 

attitude. He knew well that 

e Cabinet wanted me to go on, 
as 1 wae ficii:ing on. The Minister 
of War was also called in. He 
had not stood up in the Reichstag 
Government for the 
Emperor and the Army. for had 
he done so“he would have to re- 
sign. 

It was a very sad hour, it being 
clear that the Government did not 
intend to fight any more. It 
thought it was necessary to sacri- 
fice everything. Could it already 
hear the murmurs of the revolu- 
tion of Nov. $7 Did it hope to 
save the country from the revolu- 
tion by capitulating to foreign en- 
emies? s, 

I spoke seriously d was deeply 
moved. I uttered a warning against

the enemy's desire to destroy us, 
and against any hope being placed 
on Wilson. 

Stands Up for Empcror. 

I spoke warningly of the spread 
of Bolshevism in Germany, and of 
the agitation against officers, 
which was then taking large pro- 
portions. That had been the decis- 
ive turning-point in Russia, too. 

I warned them not to do any- 
thing to shake the position of the 
Emperor. I1 reminded them that 
His Majesty was the chief of the 
army, which looked up to him as 
its head, and that we had sworn 
loyalty to him. These immaterial 
points were not to be underesti- 
mated, for they were part of our 
flesh and blood and held us fast 
to the Emperor. Whatever af- 
fected the Emperor affected the 
cohesion of the army. 

The wé@akening of the position of 
the corps of officers and of the 
Supreme War-Lord at a moment 
when the army was submitted to 
the severest test was the most 
short-sighted act imaginable. It 
constituted the heaviest blow 


‘against order in the army and the 


State, at a time when the army 
was called to be the guardian of 
civil order. At a later stage, it 
did more to undermine the discip- 
line of the army than the hasty 
evacuation of the territory on the 
left of the Rhine, to which we al- 
lowed ourselves to be compelled. 

I spoke in the same sense at 
the beginning of November to cer- 
tain of the Social Democratic 
leaders. They, too, could not 
grasp what the Emperor meant 
to the army, not only to us reg- 
ular officers, but also to the rank 
and file. My view has been con- 
firmed by many incidents hap- 
pening since Nov. 9. 

Writes His Resignation. 

The discussion on the 25th in 
the Ministry of the Interior lasted 
about one and a half or two hours. 
Gen. von Winterfeldt and Col. von 
Haeften waited for me below. 

I was deeply moved, and could 
Say no more than: “There is no 
hope. Germany is lost.” These 
two were greatly touched. 

In the German note of Oct. 27 
we capitulated. 

At 8 o'clock on the morning of 
the 26th, still in the mood of the 
previous evening, I wrote, tender- 
ing my resignation. mi Gee: ' z 
adopted the point of view that, in 
the discussion of the previous day 
with Vice Chancellor von Payer, 
I had gained the impression that 
the Government would not act in 
the crisis, that his majesty, the 
country and the army were thus 
placed in an untenable position, 
that I was counted as anxious to 
prolong the war, and that, in view 
of the attitude taken by the Gov- 
ernment to Wilson, my departure 
might ease their position. I there- 
fore begged his majesty gracious- 
ly to accept my resignation. 

In accordance with his ‘sual 
practice, the Field-Marshal came 
to see me at 9 o'clock on the 
morning of the 26th. 1 had placed 
my letter on one side, as I had 
made up mymind not to speak to 
him of it Until the letter was be- 
fore his majesty. The Field Mar- 
shal was master of his own des- 
tiny, and I did not want to in- 
fluence him. 

The form of the letter attracted 
his attention, and he begged me 
not to dispatch it, but to retain 
office. I ought not to desert the 
Emperor and the army at this 
time. After an inward struggle I 
@onsented. I became cunvinced 
that I ought to retain my vost, and 
proposed to the Field Marshal that 
we should make another effort to 
see Prince Max. He did not re- 
ceive us, being still ill. 

Kaiser’s Turns Against Him. 

While I was waiting for news 
on this point, Col. von Haeften 
reported to me that the Govern- 
ment had succeeded in persuading. 
his majesty to dismiss me, the 
osteasible reason put forward be- 
ing the order above-mentioned. 
his majesty would shortly send 
for me to the Bellevue Castle. I 
was no longer capable of astonish- 
ment. and had no anxiety about 
myself personally. Before’ this 
conversation ended, we were sud- 
denly called, at this unusual hour, 
to attend his majesty. 

On the way from the General 
Staff Office to the Bellevue Castle 
I told the Field Marshal what I 
had just heard. Later I heard it 
stated that Prince Max had put 
the question of my dismissal for- 
ward to his majesty as’ a Cab- 
inet question. 

The Emperor seemed wholly 
changed. Speaking to me alone, 
he spoke especially against the 
army order of the evening of the 
24th. Thére followed some of the 
bitterest moments of my life. I 
said respectfully to his majesty 
that I had gained the painful in)- 
pression that | had no longer his 
confidence, and that I according'!v 
begged most humbly to be relieved 
of my office. His majesty ac- 
cepted my resignation. 


Predicted Kaiser’s Fall. 


I went back alone. I did not 
see his majesty again... After my 
return to the General Staff Office 
I said in bitterest grief to my offi- 
cers there, among whom was Co). 
von Haeften, that in a fortnight 
there would be no longer an Km- 
peror in Germany. They held 
clearly the same view. On Nov. $ 
Germany and Prussia were re- 
publics. 

. A moment later the Field Mar- 


OO 


shal came to me in my room. I 
could only show him the tender, of 
resignation which he three hours 
before had prevented me from dis- 
patching. We then separated. 

I gave up my post at once. I 
sent off the letter which I had 
written in the morning; I should 
have now worded it differentiv. 

On the evening of the 26th [ 
went back to Spa, to say fars-wel 
to my officers, with whom I had 
shared joys and sorrows through 
so many years, and to put my per- 
sonal affairs in order. 

On the morning of the 27th I 
was a G. H. Q. In the afternoon 
I said good-bye. I was much 
moved. It was very hard for me 
to leave my officers and the army 
at this anxious time, but however 
hard it was, I could do nothing 
else, in my view of my position as 
an officer over against the su- 
preme head of the army. 

In my life as a soldier I have 
trodden but one path, the straight 
path of duty. One, and only one, 
great thought has moved me, the 
love of my country, of the army, 
and of the hereditary ruling house. 


For them I had lived evea in these’ 


last four years. My one aim was 
to break the enemy’s desire for 
our destruction, and to secure 
Germany’s future against new hos- 
tile attacks. 
Manhood Has Not Altered. 

"On Oct. 27 I stood in Spa, in 
the prime of my life, at the end 
of a military career which. had 
brought*me infinite work to do, 
and at the same time a responsi- 
bility such as falls to the lot of 
few men. 

In the evening I left Spa In 
Aix-le-Chapelle I sought out my 
first war billet. I thought of Liege. 
There I had found my manhood, 
and had not altered since. My 
muscles stiffened. I went back 
home. 

In the West meanwhile events 
took the following coptse: The 
Fourth Army completed its rear- 
ward movement into the Hermann 
line (next position behind the 
Hindenburg line) in the closest 
contact and in constant fighting 
with the pursuing enemy. Bruges, 
Thielt and Courtrai were evacu- 
ated on the 19th. 

On the 20th there was fighting 
on the Lys, the enemy taking the 
eastern bank around Deinze. He 
attempted to force us to leave the 
Lys by strong pressure between 
the Lys and the Scheldt. On the 
25th the fighting again took the 
form of a battle, in which the en- 
emy, attacking the Scheldt, slow- 
ly gained ground towards Ghent- 
Oudenarde. Between the Lys and 
the Scheldt the fighting also im- 
plicated the Sixth Army. 

The Sixth and Seventh Armies 
had abandoned Lille and Douwai on 
the 17th, and had fallen back, in 
touch with the Fourth behind the 
Deule Canal, in the direction of 
Avelghem, Tournai and Valenci- 
ennes. On the 20th the enemy was 
approaching these towns. The 
civil population again took part in 
the fighting. 

Twenty-Seventh Goes Forward 
Again. 

The southern wing of the Sev- 
enteenth Army and the Second 
and the EKighteenth were in heavy 
fighting, the enemy attacking 
heavily on the 17th and 18th bet- 
tween Le Cateau and the Oise. We 
were forced to withdraw the front 
behind the Sambre-Oise Canal, 
from the district to the southwest 
of Landrecies as far as the Oise. 
After a pause on the 19th, the 
‘the enemy attacks extended from 
the 20th onwards towards the 
north. 


The enemy passed on past Soles- 
mes and Le Cateau, in the direc- 
tion of Landrecies. Our losses 
were heavy, and the troops did 
not fight well at all points. Other 
troops, however, conducted them- 
selves magnificently. It was the 
same as ever. 

At first the Army Group of: the 
German Crown Prince. had left the 
left wing of the Eighteenth Army 
in its position down the Oise as far 
as La Fere. The enemy’s efforts 
to cross the Qise were defeated. 
On the 20th the Hermann line, be- 
tween the Oise and the Serre, was 
occupied. The enemy attacked this 
line in force, and violent battles 
developed. 


The Seventh and First armies 
were attacked between the Serre 
and the Aisne. In the main, they 
maintained their positions, and on 
the 25th they threw back a power- 
ful enemy attack with heavy 
losses. ; 

Position of Greatcst Strain. 

Again, on the Aisne, as far as 
Vouziers-Grand Pre, in the Aire 
valley, and towards the heights to 
the left of the Meuse, the enemy 
was applying strong pressure. The 
fighting was heavy and costly, but 
did not hkead to any important 
changes in our line. As before, 
the battle extended to the eastern 
bank, without producing any es- 
sential alterations here either. 
Further southeastwards, as far as 


the Swiss frontier, the line was. 


quiet. 

On the evening of the 25th the 
Western Front was in a position 
of the greatest strain. There was 
fighting from the Dutch frontier 
to Verdun. No help was coming

' Policemen’s Unions. 


fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
At the outset permit me to state that I 


am not a poltceman, neither have I any 
relations connected with any police force. 
But to hear and read the ravings of some 
of our distinguished citizens concerning 
the right or wrong of such organizations 
gives one a pain. The great trouble with 
the world today is that we see things only 


from one angle. There is another side to 
this question in addition to the viewpoint 
of the public. 

The policeman is only human and is 
entitled to the same consideration as ev- 
ery, other class of citizens. While it may 
be true that policemen’s unions should 
not becom@affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, if they do not, they 
might as well save themselves the troubl» 
of organizing. By themselves they will 
accomplish nothing. And what I say of 
the policeman is also true of your city 
and Federal employes. Possibly it may 
surprise some of your readers to learn 
that not only the postal employes but oth- 
er Federal employes are organizing very 
rapidly and are affiliated with the A. F. 
of L. The Nationai Federation of Federal 
Employes received its charter in the au- 
tumn of 1917, and today numbers about 
60,000 in its membership. And the rea- 
sons are not hard to find. The cure is 
equally simple. Pay these men a living 
wage and remove all political influence 
and there would be no necessity for any 

organization among these classes. 

These men are as well entitled to a liv- 
ing wage as any other class. You pay 
your “plumbers, bricklayers, carpenters 
and almost every lime of trade from $7 to 
$10 per day, and then do you expect these 
men to b@satisfied with a measly $3 or 
$4 per day? And that is what most of 
them are drawing. #n addition they have 
to contend with political influence which 
does not disturb men in the trades. Do 
you think you would be satisfied if you 
had put in several years of your life in 
public service, in the hope of attaining 
something worth while and then have a 
newcomer placed over you just because 
he happens to have a little political in- 
fluence? That is the situation of most 
of these public servants. They enter the 
service under civil service rules, but tho 
politicians never release their grip. I re- 
peat that they.are entitled to the same 
consideration, both as regards salary and 
treatment, as every other class of work- 
men.

The career followed by John Mitchell, former presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, is not commonly 
regarded as one leading to large fortune, or even to 
a competency, but Mr. Mitchell died the other day 
at the age of 49, leaving to his wife and .two chil- 
dren an estate in stocks and bonds ‘valued at a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

He was born in Will County, Ill., so poor that he 
attended school ohly until his tenth year, educating 
himself by night study and even reading law for a 
year. From an early age he worked in the coal 
mines,suntil his twenty-seventh year, when he took 
up union organization work. As head of the miners 
from 1899 to 1908 he conducted the great anthracite 
strikes of 1902-03, probably the most successful move- 
ments in which mine workers of this country ever 
engaged. In recent years he held appointive places 
under the New York Governor.

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PANIC OVER DECLARATION | 
OF WAR, SAYS TIRPITZ 
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Chancellor Wrung His Hands in His Excite- 


. e ment and Everybody Forgot to Ask Aus- 


tria if She Would Stand by Ger- 
many in War With Russia. 
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gave Rumania the right of desert- 
ing us in war, as later we gave 
Italy by our declaration ef war 
against France. 

I had the,yimpression at the 
time that we were proceeding in 

foolhardy manner and that our 
operations were absolutely uncon- 
sidered. I was intensely reluct- 
ant that we, who in reality were 
the attacked, should, because of 
the lawyers in the foreign office, 
bear the odium before the world of 
being the aggressors, especially as 
we could not intend marching in- 
to Russia. 


I therefore asked the Chancel- 
lor why it was necessary to de- 
clare war at the same moment 
we ordered the mobilizanon. He 
replied it was necessary because 
the army chiefs intended at once 
to send troops across the frontier. 
This answer astonished me, be- 
cause at the most it ceuld only be 
n question of patrolsg But in these 
days, Bethmann was so nervous it 
was impossible even,to speak to 
him. I can see him now, wring- 
ing his hands, as he cried out over 
and over again, that it was neces- 
sary to declare war. 

When I asked Moltke how far 
the desire to-send troops over the 
frontier had necessitated our de- 
claration “of war he told mie that 
there had been no intention of im- 
mediately crossing the frontier. 

l have never s-ived the riddle of 
why we were the first to declare 
war. It probably was due to ex- 
treine conascientiousness which 
forbade us even to defend our- 
selves without first making a for- 
mal declaration. Outside Ger- 
many this train of thought cannot 
be comprehended. 

In the afternoon of Aug. 1, I 
Was suznmoned tof be present at 
the imperial signing of the de- 
claration of war, but owing to a 
block of traffic I arrived too late 
for the formal ceremony. I learn- 
ed, however, that the formal ac- 
ceptance of the declaration by 
Russia had not’'yet been received 
and I even then urged the sending 
of a conciliatory telegram in the 
hopes that there was still time to 
Save peace before the Russians ac- 
cepted our declaration. 

In view of Moltke’s statement 
that not even patrols would cross 
the border for several days, I ask- 
ed whether actual hostilities were 
to be opened without the Russian 
acceptance of our declaration. I 
“pointed out that there was no need 
for us to appear the aggressor. 

This question was set aside by 
a telegram from  Lichnowsky, 
+ German Ambassador to Great 
Britain, which gave us the impetus 
for a last effort toward peace. ™ 
this situation I heartily supported 
the Chancellor and answered him 
in the affirmative when he asked 
we whether we could promise Iin- 
gland not to attack the French 
coast. . 

However, it presently appeared 
that JAchnowsky had been the vic- 
tim of a misunderstanding and our 
Assurance of not attacking the 
French coast was of no avail. 

Invasion of Belgium Planncd. 

During the night of Aug. 1-2 
our dispute over the declaration of 
war was repeated, this time in re- 
spect to France. The Chancellor 
was of the opinion that we must 
at once declare war on France as 
we intended marching through 
Belgium. I remarked that I still 
failed to understand our declara- 
tion on Russia at the same time 
as our mobilization order, and that 
I could see no reason for declar- 
ing war on “France until we 
marched into France itself. 

I referred to reports from the 
Ambassador in London‘ according 
to which the marching through 
Belgium would be the immediate 
cause of war with England, and I 
touched on the possibility of the 
army being’ able to abandon the 
march through Belgium. 

Moltke declared there was no 
other way. I then declared we 
must be prepared for an immedi- 
ate war with Pngland.: Every day 
was a gain for the mobilization of 
the navy. For that reason the com- 
mu tion must be made to Bel- 
giu late as possible. 

e impression of lack of lead- 
onbie in our political administra- 
tion became more and more alarm- 
ing. The march through Belgium 
was undertaken as thoyght it was 
not a previously determined meas- 
ure. Sitce the Russian mobiliza- 
tion the Chancellor appeared like 
a drowning man, 

bm the lawyers at the VYor-

HE turmoil which was stir- ( 
T ve Europe and allowed no 
clear view of the situation as 
a whole, seemed to be subsiding as ( 
late as July 30, 1914. England ) a 
had agreed to mediation proposals 
formulated by the Emperor which 
had also been acceptable to Vi- 
enna. I was informed at noon of ( 
July 31, through a communica- { 
tion from the Kaiser which again ‘| 
allowed me to breathe freely, that { 
we had come to complete agree- 
ment with London. 

However, in the early morning 
hours of July 31, before I received | 
this communication from the Em- 
peror, I had been informed by the 
Admiralty that the Foreiga Of-- 
fice considered war unavoidable, | 
and that Jagow had asked wheth- 
er we were ready to attack the | 
Bfitish fleet. Although the two | 
reports were contradictory, I was 
of course, inclined to trust that , 
from the Kaiser until between ; 
noon and 1 o'clock p. m. 1 heard ( 
the news of the Russian mobili- | 
zation. This gave colog¢ to the For- 
eign Office view of the situation. 

At 12:30, the Chancellor sent 
for me. He had received ah im- 
perial notice of the “threatening 
war danger.” I called his atten- 

‘tion to the communication [ had | 
received from the Kaiser stating ) 
that complete accord existed bet- 
tween Berlin and London. He did 
not yet know of this, and was of 
the opinion that in writing it the 
‘Emperor had confused several el- 
ements. 

Bethmann-Hollweg declared 
that the Russian ultimatum was 
such an unheard of measure 
against us that we could not pos- 
sibly put up with it. He argued 
that if Russia continued to mobi- 
lize we must do likewise, and that 
to prevent our getting too far be- 
_ hind wo should dispatch an ulti- 
matum to the Czar. 1 agreed with 
this view.

ROM the end of October events 
followed one another at an in- 
creasing pace.

The Austro-Hungarian army 
was completely dissolved as a re- 
sult of the fighting in Upper Italy 
of October 24-November 4.

G. H. Q. todk compre- 
hensive measures for the protec- 
tion of the southern frontier of Ba- 
varia. In the Balkan theater we 
held the Danube.

We 
need money to buy the necessities of _— 
with. 

What do most farmerg offer us ‘he 
our services or hard work? Small 
wages, no sociability, no community 
gatherings, no books to read and study, 
a family wash basin, towel and comb, 
very little to stimulatg an interest in 
farming. 

When a stranger moves into their lo- 
cality, is he welcome? No! The whole 
neighborhood treats him coldly. They 
all try to prey on the stranger and put 
him out of business. 

If we city men want to buy a farm 
the farmers and real estate agents try to 
defraud us of our little savings. If the 
land is good, they want four prices for 
it. I looked at a farm last week with 
the intention of buying it. It was a good 
farm, almost solid rock and some —— 
growing on ft. A small frame house o 
it, no well, spring or cistern; all for the 
small price of $30 an acre. 

I've worked and tried to save enough 
to buy a farm with the past 20 years, 
but I'm lucky if I can buy enough food 
for three meals a day and a new suit 
every four years. 

Slaving and saving don’t seem to put 
® person on a farm, There are thou- 
sands of us poor people that would be 
on a farm if we could get capital enough 
to start with.

“WORK, SAVE, CO-OPERATE, PRODUCE.” 
“Work, Save, Co-operate, Produce” is the slogan 
with which the United States Council of Defense 
closes an appeal to the people, based upon a careful 
investigation of the high cost of living. 

The council finds by inquiry into existing condi- 
tions that the high cost of living is due to the fail- 
ure to utilize the nation’s productive powers and to 
provitie sufficient. goods, notably the necessaries of 
life; the hoarding of goods, unavoidable war waste, 
increase of money and credit, and profiteering, inten- 
tional and unintentional. 

The remedy for these evils is the production of 
goods, particularly necessaries, stopping unneces- 
sary hoarding and stamping out profiteering; the bet- 
ter distribution and marketing of goods, and full in- 
formation as to what goods are needed and what sup- 
plies are available. : 

That we cannot have sufficient goods without suffi- 
cient production and that we cannot have sufficient 
production without work are the fundamentals of 
economics. Without production there can be no 
goods nor wages nor profits. 

These truths bear directly upon strikes and lock- 
outs and upon demands for excessive reduction of 
working hours, and emphasize the necessity of co- 
operative harmony between labor and capital and of 
reasonable working hours at living wages. 

With the shortage of goods at home and abroad, 
reasonable economy is necessary. By reasonable 
economy is not meant deprivation, but judicious buy- 
ing and the restraint of extravagance, waste and 
luxury. 

All of these things depend upon transportation, 
which must be continuous, efficient and adequate. 
The responsibility for existing conditions and. for 
their improvement, so far as production is concerned, 
rests upon labor and capital. If they do not co- 
operate, if they are in conflict which shuts down or 
reduces the factory production or transportation, the 
“i public necessarily suffers. Judicious economy in 
buying and the stoppage of waste depend upon the 
consumer. 

In the matter of profiteering, much may be done 
by publicity and by economy of buying, but the chief 
responsibility rests with the Government. The laws 
against hoarding for profit and against profiteering 
must be enforced. 

The analysis shows that all the people must co- 
operate in meeting conditions which affect all. It is 
a national concern, considerably bound up with world 
conditions. But as a people we can do our part, and 
probably the most effective part, in increasing pro- 
duction and devising ways and means to put the 
necessaries within reach of consumers at reasonable 
prices. 
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THE PARTY OF BUSINESS ABILITY. 

The Republican party likes to boast of its business 
ability and to deride the Democratic party for its 
lack of business capacity. In the last congressional 
campaign the Republican party appealed for support 
on the ground that it could be depended upon to 
handle capably the many and intricate business prob- 
lems which would come rushing in upon us at the 
close of the war. It was an effective argument. It 
helped substantially to return that party to power. 
That the. Republican party has disappointed the 
country’s expectations on this score is widely at- 
tested. The latest. witness is President Maddox of 
the American Bankers’ Assciation now convening 
in St. Louis. The necessity for ratifying the peace 
In the present conditions 
of foreign exchange, many of our exporters are un- 
able to sell goods.abroad because other nations can- 
not pay the prices that have to be charged. And 
those nations are not able to work out their own 
financial problems. They have no money. This un- 
fortunate situation must continue until the treaty 
is ratified. Ratification is the first step towards a 
solution of business difficulties. 
Many eminent financiers have expressed the same 
opinion. They insist that the period of instability 
will continue until the war is formally brought to 
an end. The responsibility for prolonging this un- 
certainty and unrest is chargeable, of course, to the 
Republican majority the Senate. So far from 
showing business capacity the Republican Senators 
are displaying not merely an indifference to business 
requirements, but a gullen antipathy to “our inter- 
national barikers,’’ whom they accuse with conspir- 
ing to make profits from a resumption of foreign 
trade. 

Beating Wilson seems to be the only business of 
the Republican party’s leaders.

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THE GOLDEN SOUTH. 

During the convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association in St. Louis the past week the head of 
a Chicago land credit company spoke enthusiastically 
of the South as an attractive field for investment. 
He said the loans of his company in three states— 
Missouri, Texas and Oklahoma—ran into many mil- 
lions and that a statement prepared a few weeks ago 
showed that interest items due and unpaid in South- 
ern territory amounted to less than 1-24th of 1 per 
cent. 

Such a condition, he declared, required no comment. 
It was itself eloquent of the fact at the South's 
prosperity is not restricted to any special group or 
interest, but includes all the people. In corroboration 
of that judgment are figures compiled by the Manu- 
factures’ Record, which were recently printed in de- 
tail in the Post-Dispatch. Those figures showed that 
the value of three grain crops in the South this year 
—corn, wheat and oats—aggregated $2,775,000,000. 
When cotton is added to that we have the stupendous 
total of $5,000,000,000. 

And apart from their sheer money value, such: 
figures have another significance. The South has 
ceased to be a one-crop country. The long campaign 
for diversification, reinforced immensely, of course, 
by the situation induced by the war, has accomplished 
its object. Further, the Manufacturers’ Record, in 
its comprehensive survey of national crop production, 
points out that while the South increased its grain 
production in 1919 by more than 283,000,000 bushels, 
the rest of the country showed a decrease of 315,- 
000,000 bushels. 

It was noticeable, too, during the St. Louis conven- 
tion that bankers from Oklahoma did not emphasize 
oil. Their enthusiasm was for agriculture, and not 
only for the record-breaking crops but for the bet- 
Sa farming methods which have come into general 
practice in the Gtate. The fact that Oklahoma in- 


to 208,000 in 1918 was frequently mentioned, and the 
passing of the scrub before the advance of pure-bred 
stock. They enlivened their statistics with the flut- 
tering of blue ribbons that prize winners had brought 
to the farms of Oklahoma.

HANDICAPS OF INDEPENDENT JOURNALISM. 

To one of his own union printers, who protested 
against the Times’ unsympathetic attitude toward 
the great railroad strike in the British Isles, Lord 
Northcliffe makes a reply indicating some of the 
bandicaps which aggressive, independent journalism 
has encountered in those islands in the past four 
years. 

Again and again,-he says, the Times has been pro- 
scribed in Parliament and prosecuted in the courts 
of law. It has been banished from clubs and read- 
ing rooms and, what is much more serious, boycot- 
ted by advertisers. The indignant public has fre- 
quently made demonstrations against it and col- 
lected copies of editions and burned them in the 
streets. For a long period it was assailed by the 
Asquith Governmént and threatened with suppres- 
sion, and lately has begun to be viciously assailed 
by the Lloyd George Government. As the Times, 
despite all these painful experiences, has seemed to 
flourish and grow in influence, the owner wants to 
know if it is likely that intimidation will now cause 
him to modify a position he regards as right. Rather, 
he says, ha will suspend its publication voluntarily. 

The Time# may not always have been right in the 
policies that aroused the greatest ifM€ividual and 
public resentment. It may not now be right. But in 
general it must be conceded to have a record of 
singular usefulness during the unparalleled emer- 
gencies of the war. 

Of course, the fact that a newspaper has incurred 
odi@m and been forced into unpleasant situations be- 
cause of that odium is not necessarily an indication 
of its worthy character. It might have been led into 
wrong-headed policies because of stubbornness, per- 
sonal malice, the baffled hopes of its owner or own- 
ers for preferment. But so far as it has exemplified 
courage in distinction from mere obstinacy, inde- 
pendence of official or private coercion, strength of 
conviction based on principle and a disinterested 
study of the facts and a cheerful readiness to abide 
by the consequences of its attitude, the Times has 
exemplified the trie fighting spirit in journalism. 

Every country in the world is in need of just that 
kind of newspapers, perhaps more in nocd of them 
now than ever before in history. ~ =~ ~~ 
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The Mayor of Milwaukee, who refuses to invite the 
King and Queen of the Belgians to his city, ought to 
move to a bigger town. The chair occupied by the 
Mayor of Chicago is about his size. 
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IDEALISM PAYS. 

Is there anything quite so practical as idealism? 
The arrival of the King of Belgians makes the ques- 
tion pertinent. Five years ago Albert was confront- 
ed by an alternative which, to the*man lacking in 
vision, would have offered no choice. On the one 
hand were security and, in addition, a huge cash pre- 
mium. On the other the destruction and death of 
war. To reject the former and accept the latter 
might be heroic, gallant, knightly, an act of splen- 
dor to be acclaimed in poetry, but an utterly ruin- 
ous decision which no practical man would consider 
for a moment. 

There was ho faltering, no balancing of gain or 
loss, no hesitancy. The King of the Belgians made 
the chivalrous choice. He counted the world well 
lost if honor were preserved. In the soulless philos- 
ophy of materialistic Germany Albert was a fool. 
But the world that loves truth thrilled to this dem- 
onstration of fidelity, and Belgium, scarred and 
blackened and wronged, became the land of glory. 

It is now America’s privilege to pay homage toa 
man who risked his all for an ideal. And in every 
nation where men are free or dream of freedom, the 
King of the Belgians is held in the same fine esteem 
with which Americans regard him. The doors of the 
world are open to him. The heart beats of the world 
sing a welcome to him. 

Idealism is practical. Idealism pays. The proof 
thereof in the judgment borne on the winds of the 
world: “The Kaiser is dead! Long live the King 
of the Belgians!” 
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SHAM INDUSTRIAL DEM®CRACY. 


The firm of William Demuth & Co., smoking pipe 
manufacturers, Long Island, N. Y., established a 
brand of Industrial Democracy two years ago which 
was much admired by students of economy as long as 
it worked. It has now failed to work and the factory 
is closed by a combined strike and lockout. 

The so-called industrial democratic organization 
evolved by the firm provided for three branches of 
government, planned on the United States govern- 
mental system—a House of Representatives, a Senate 
and a Cabinet. The house, with about 30 members, 
was made up of representatives of the workers, elect- 
ed under a secret ballot. The senate consisted of 
the foremen, and the cabinet, made up from the 
actual managerial staff, had a veto on any measure 
the two lower branches proposed. 

The Survey, which describes this interesting experi- 
ment, says that it was not because the management 
was not sincere or lacking in generosity that it failed, 
but that the plan, as anyone may see, lacked the es- 
sentials of an actual democracy. There was no power 
really posited in the workers, or even in the fore- 
men, to change conditions if the management ob- 
jected. 

The plan which failed is said to be a near approach 
to that put in force by the Rockefellers in Colorado. 
And it included a school for Americanization, a res- 
taurant, a bonus system and a 44-hour week. The 
union, however, is demanding a 25 per cent increase 
in wages, recognition and other advantages. 

It paid, however, while it lasted. F. L. Feuerbach, 
the factory manager, says: “We are convinced that 
under the old system we would -have had a much 
more rapidly rising scale of wages and considerable 
difficulty with our employes, all of which would 
have increased costs far beyond the point to which 
they did rise.” 

Undoubtedly the workers had a good deal of fun 
with their “congress” while they thought it would 
legislate. But what can a poor little congress do if 
the cabinet won't let it carry its laws into effect? 
Perhaps the Demuths can think up something that 
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will not only pay, but last a little better than this

)QUEEN OF BELGIUM 
GIVES INTERVIEW ON 
SAILING FOR AMERICA

that one cannot well help feeling 
flattered. 

The Queen sat.in a chair only a 
trifle larger than mine, in a little 
corner made particularly cozy-look- 
ing by the addition of an embroid- 
ered screen, which shut us.off from 
the bright light in the center of the 
room, save for a stray beam of sun- 
shine that found its way to the cor- 
ner and caught the gold glint in her 
hair. 

She h eautiful hair. It is 
neither the light blond type, nor the 
darker blond, but is what they call 
in. French, “Chritain.” It was ar- 
ranged in simple style, the. ‘front 
falling wavily over the forehead. 
Over the ears it arranged itself in 
pretty much the same way and it 
ended in a soft coil at the top of the 
back of the head. The front was 
caught with a tortoise shell coronet 
which reached half way around her 
head. Her only jewels were a string 
of perfectly matched pears, a simple 
silver, Small-linked chain bracelet, 
in the center of which was a medal- 
lion, the whole looking like the iden- 
tification tags worn by the soldiers 
in the war, and her wedding ring. 
During our talk she frequently toyed 
with the pearls or the gold band. 
Her dress was of the softest satin, 
bleu roi, harmonizing perfectly with 
her eyes and hair. The gown was 
cut V-shape at the neck and hung 
loosely to the figure, except at the 
waist, where it was caught by a blue 
silk cord. There was neither em- 
broidery nor beading. The effect 
was simple, yet rich. Her feet, en- 
cased in black pumps, rested on an 
embroidered black velvet. pillow, 
which made it more comfortable, as 
her stature did not admit her feet to 
reach the floor when she leaned back 
in the deep-seated chair. 


The Queen's first interest is in her 
family. She is a model mother, and 
this maternal instinct has overflowed 
in a watchful care of those who were 
wounded and mutilated in the de- 
fense of Belgium. She is active in 
every sort of welfare work in Bel- 
gium, but the wounded have received 
her special care. 

Added to her normal accomplish- 
ments, she is a qualified physician, a

Liege, Rouliers, Furnes especially 
suffered. The latter is a small 


place, but one where much good can 
be done. Talking about the Ameri- 
cans, what I have particularly no- 
ticed, of course, is,their big hearts, 
their sympatheti@ature, their quick 
instinet,to relieve suffering first and 
find out what caused it afterward. 
But there is another thing, too, that 
Il have noticed,’ and she said this 
with a quizzical sort of a smile, ‘‘they 
are also practical. They are gener- 
ous, but they are also careful to ex- 
pend their efforts where they will do 
the most good. It has been an admir- 
able thing for us, for there has been 
no waste, and the whole relief ad- 
ministration has be@én governed by 
such wisdom that the best possible 
results have been obtained from the 
means available.”’ 

“Well,” I interposed, “you are go- 
ing now to visit America. Do you 
look forward to the trip with pleas- 
ure or with uncertainty?” 

“With pleasure,’ she quickly re- 
sponded. “I am so pleased that I 
am going. You know we are going 
to sail on a battleship and we intend 
to visit all the big cities, going hull 
the way through to California. We 
are looking forward to the trip with 
the liveliest anticipation and pleas- 
ure.” . 

“We have read a good deal over 
there about your liking for aviation 
and we have been somewhat im- 
pressed with your courage in taking 
long flights,"" was my next question.

I told her of an offer 
a Belgian officer had made to carry 
me to Paris, but that I had feared it 
was too long a trip for a novice. 

“I understand,” I said, “one should 
go up for a short flight at first and 
gradually get used to it, as it makes 
one sick.” 

“Not at all,” she ahswered. “It 
does not always make one sick. I 
know, for I have never felt the least 
Giscomfort. You would like it if you 
took a rade. You must try it.” 


Then we came down out of the air 
and got back to America again and 
she made me think she had as good 
an opision of the American dough- 
boy as Gen. Pershing has. 

“The American soldiers are splen- 
did,” she said enthusiastically,” and 
we like them very much.

LIGENSING OF AUTO

BY GRAND JURY 


Report Suggests Permit for 
Paid Chauffeurs as One 
Way of Decreasing Num- 
ber of Accidents. 


CHANGE PROPOSED 
IN JUVENILES’ CARE 


Some of Children’s Institu- 
tions Are Pronounced In- 
adequate and “Veritable 
Firetraps.” . 
A recommendation that every em- 

ployed person driying an automobile 

should be compelled, by State law, 
to pass an examination and take out 

a license, is one of the remedies pro- 

posed for automobile accidents in 


the report of the June grand jury, 
submitted yesterday to Judge Klene. 


there were 420 persons killed in ac- 
cidents and that the number in 
1917 was 510. Many of the deaths 
were due to automobile accidents, 
besides numerous persons crippled or 
injured. The estimate was made 
that damage from automobile and 
vehicle accidents alone amounts to 
$525,000 a year. 

The grand jury's report was com- 
mended in court by Circuit Attorney 
McDaniel, on the ground that it not 
only points out defects in city insti- 
tutions and regulations, but § lays 
down a constructive program of 
remedy. Charles H. Howard, presi- 
dent of the Commonwealth Steel Co., 
was foreman of the jury. 

Suggestions Made. 

Among the sugestions under the 
head of “traffic safety” are the fol- 
lowing: 

That necessary action be taken 
for the enactment of a State law 
requiring that every employed per- 
son driving a motor vehicle must 
pass an examination before a 
board, and compelled to obtain a 
license. 

That additional traffic and mo- 
torcycle policernen be employed. 

That consideration be given to 
working out a plan of one-way 
traffic east and west where the 
district is congested. 

That the Board of Aldermen in- 
vestigate the “jay-walking” ordi- 
nance, of Cincinnati, Indianapolis 
and other cities, and, if it can be 
done, that such an ordinance be 
legally passed in St. Louis. 

Recommends New Buildings. 
The grand jury, in its study of 

neglected juveniles, visited the var- 
fous institutions devoted to their 
care. It pronounces the buildings of 
the Industrial School, Virginia ave- 
nue and Osage street, to be “verita- 


dated as to be inadequate for hous- 
ing the 64 white and negro boys 
housed there. It is recommended 
that suitable new buildings be erect- 
ed, with all the necessary facilities 
for study, work and recreation. 

Conditions were pronounced excel- 
lent at the Industrial Farm at Fort 
Bellefontaine, except that the insti- 
tution is without proper hospital fa- 
cilities, and the means of caring for 
sick children is entirely inadequate. 
The only medical service available 
is that rendered by a single physi- 
cian, without compensation. It is 
recommended that hospital facilities 
bé provided, and that a physician be 
employed to give as much time as it 
is necessary to the children’s care. 
It is also urged that a similar farm 
institution be provided for girls.

The children’s building was found 
entirely inadequate to the needs of 
the 67 boys and girls housed there; 
they are declared to be without 
proper supervision, sufficient bath- 
ing and toilet facilities, and facili- 
ties for occupation and recreation. 
The great and urgent need is indi- 
cated of a new and larger building, 
with suitable dormitories, study, 
class and recreation rooms, and a 
large playground excluded from the 
public eye. j 

Owing to overcrowding at the 
home for feeble minded children at 
Marshall, Mo., about 100 children 
have been placed at the St. Louis 
Sanitarium, which is pronounced an 
improper place for them. “There is 
great need,” the report states, “‘for 
an institution to house these chil- 
dren and give them proper instruc- 
tion and supervision.”

DIVORCE IN UNITED KINGDOM 
INCREASES AT ALARMING RATE 


Number Jumped From 650 in 1898 t 
1705 in 1917; More Husbands 
Than Wives Seek Freedom. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 13.—Divorce is in- 
creasing throughout the United 
Kingdom at an alarming rate, ac- 
cording to a white paper. The total 
for 1898 was 650. For 1917 it was 
1705, with the greatest increase re- 
corded in the years between 1914-17. 

Another development which the 
Government views with alarm is the 
number of actions brought by hus- 
bands. Where once the petitioner 
was usually a woman, the past few 
years have so changed the situation 
that in 1917 the number of husbands 
seeking separations was 1067 as com- 
pared with 638 wives.

Individuals Can Borrow. 


Catho explained that the bank was | 
not in competition with the Federal | 
Reserve Bank, but that it gave ad- | 
vantages that the Federal Bank did | 
not give. The local banks do not | 
subscribe for stock as in the Federal | 
Reserve System, and individuals can | 
borrow from the State bank, where- 
as only an organization can borrow 
from the Federal Land Bank. The | 
borrower does not subscribe for cap- 
ital stock and can use the money for 
individual requirements, not neces- 
sarily improvements on his land. It 
is not necessary for the borrower to 
live on the land mortgaged. | 

The same system of amortization : 
is followed as in the Federal Land 
Bank. Thirty-four years are re- 
quired to pay the principal. The 
loan limit is 50 per cent of the valu- 
ration ‘of the land. The interest rate 
is about one-half of one per cent, 
higher than the federal rate. | 

Approximately 600 of the 900 
North Dakota banks have become 
affiliated with the state bank. Many | 
of these have such small capital they 
are not eligible to Federal Reserve | 
membership. | 

The clearing house feature was. 
suggested twice by the State Bank- 
ers’ Association. The local clearing 
houses will continue and will send 
their out-of-town paper to the State 
Bank, thus saving time and book- |

reached a point where the organiza- 
tion in many localities is no longer 
necessary. 
It is estimatea 6,000,000 men in: 
uniforms have been served in the 
various branches and 20,000,000 rel- 
atives entertained by the organiza- 
tion since May, 1917. An idea of the 
task may be bad from the fact that 
the budget for the fiscal year ending 
Oct. 31, 1919, was $15,000,000, this 
money coming from the War Camp 
Community Service’s share of the 
great fund raised in the United War 
Work Campaign of November, 1918. 

The Red Circle, the official insig- 
nia of the War Camp, has become 
familiar as a beacon light to lonely 
service men, their kith and kin in 
every community, Club houses, can- 
teens, dormitories, dance halls, com- 
munity sings, employment and edu- 
cational work, athletics, welcome 
home celebrations, were among the 
features of the work, which in every 
town was in co-operation with local 
cornmittees. 

Material support was given the 
work of the Demobilization Bureau 
for Soldiers, Sailors and Marines, 
which will continue until Jan. 1 un- 
der other St. Louis agencies. Co- 
operation with the Red Cross, 
Knights of Columbus and Y. M. C. A. 
in many celebration and relief proj- 
ects for both civilians and service 
men was given. 

Especially good work was done by 
the Girls’ Division which directed the | 
activities of the Community Service 
League, a federation of girls’ clubs 
with more than 1500 members. Edu- 
cational classes, recreational clubs, 
outdoor sports and dramatic work 
were arranged for the members and 
a large swimming carnival for all of 
the girls of the city was held last 
summer. 

The weekly dances on the Francis 
lawn have drawn thousands of re- 
turned service men and members of 
the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 
During the war these same _ girls | 
served in many ways for the War 
Camp Community Service under the 
name of the Girls’ Patriotic League.

GERMANS TRIED TO DESTROY 


BRITISH FLEET WITH MINES 


By the Assectated Presa. 

LONDON.—German U-boats tried 
to bottle up the British Grand Fieet 
in the Firth of Forth during the 
latter part of the war, says a Lon- 
don paper, which describes this as 
the most ambitious tactical opera- 
tion undertaken by enemy undersea 
craft. 

The scheme aimed at the biocking 
off of the entrance to the Forth 
by the sowing of a big minefield. 
Three months of hard work were de- 
voted to the task by a considerable 
fieet of submarines, the mines be- 
ing laid fn the shape of a half moon. 
But mine sweepers had discovered 
the plan and, as fast as the mines 
were planted, they were cleared 
away. 

It is recalled that other similar 
attempts to trap the fleet were made 
tm 1915 in the Moray Firth, when 
over 400 mines were Iaid, and tn 1916 
at the Orkneys. In round numbers, 
on these three occasions,- the Ger. 
mans taid 1200 mines at a cost of 
$1000 each. The King Pdward was 
the only fighting ship that fell vic- 
tim in these operationa 

Enormous numbers of mines were 
laid by the Germans off Harwich. ft 
was found that these fields were 


spread regularly at 10-day intervals, 


so British sweepers occasionally left 
portions of these waters unswept so 
that when the next batch of sub- 
marines came along they ran afoul 
of their own mines.

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Radiator Shape .Important. 

The shape of the radiator has con- 
siederable to do with its efficiency 
in cooling. The high, narrow radia- 
tor is more efficient for the reason 
that the water has a longer distance 
to go while it is undergoing the cool- 
ing process. It used to be common 
to find that the car manufacturer 
had not allowed enough radiator 
area to give really efficient cooling. 
Today this is not so, and the cool- 
ing systems of standard cars will be 
found entirely adequate to their 
work. 

In fact the tendency today is per- 
haps rather on the side of too much 
cooling. All cooling is waste, neces- 
sary to an extent, but waste never- 
theless.
